The original ftinetinn of tin- .so- 
secicty. and still its iikist iiii|>ortam 
fine, was to act as agent for the sale 
of wine grown and manufactured 
by the nicnilicrs. each in his own 
vineyard and wine press. The so¬ 
ciety Imys the wine from its inrm- 
liers by the litre, paying a sum that 
lias been fixed beforehand by the 
committee for each of the five tyi>es. 

When the wine is brought in. the 
committee decides to which type it 
belongs, judging it by three staml- 
ards: the aiiinmit of alcohol, the 
color, and the taste. It is then 
mixed with other wine lielnnging to 
its group and sold to clients as the 
Marausson blend. 

With success the uperatioiis of 
the society liecame more extended. 
Fir.st it hired a moderate sized cel¬ 
lar as a storehouse forthewinemade 
by the nieniliers, then it built a 
great wine cellar of its own next to 
the railroad and set up an electric 
motor wine press, the tiiembers 
bringing part of their product in 
the form of grapes to sell to their 
society. It is interesting to note 
that the co-operative stores lent 
$4-<xx> without interest to help 
huihl this wine cellar. Finally it 
lias begun to buy a collective vine¬ 
yard, where it cultivates its own 
grapes, which it afterwards makes 
into wine. So that it has now be¬ 
come not onlv an assocuition for

The plan, as outlined hcrrwilli. will 
impose no expen*.e whaies er upiiii ihc 
firm employing ihc men who are tt» 
be held in reserve for the purpose of 
going to cities where labor troubles 
exist. In nearly every city there are 
firms who give certain men .steady 
employment throughout the year. It 
is proposed to select certain of such 
men and guarantee them steady work 
througbnut tUe year, ronditionH upon 
their going when and where they are 
sent. When labor trounle is about 
to occur in some city the national as¬ 
sociation will be so advi.scd. And in¬ 
vestigation will then be made as to 
the merits of the demands upon the 
masters, and whether they are justi¬ 
fied in refusing them. If they arc 
justified in refusing the demands 
made upon them by labor unions, and 
the stnke occurs, the various local 
organizations nearest the city where 
the strike exists wilt be notified to 
send those men who are held in re¬ 
serve, as outlined above. 

If this metbod is adopted by the 
various local organizations, it would 
be possible within twenty-four hours 
after a strike takes place to be send¬ 
ing men to the assistance of the firms 
in trouble. It Is a well-known fact 
that the veiry best time to break a 
strike is at its very beginuing and not 
after it has run tor several weeks.
